Forecast

Today: Rain. The rain could be heavy at
times. High near 37. Windy, with a south
wind 38 to 48 mph, with gusts as high as 90
mph. Chance of precipitation is 100%. New
precipitation amounts between 1 and 2
inches possible.

Tonight: Rain and snow showers, becoming
all snow after 11pm. Low around 33. Windy,
with a southwest wind 36 to 41 mph
decreasing to 25 to 30 mph after midnight.
Winds could gust as high as 90 mph.
Chance of precipitation is 100%. New snow
accumulation of 1 to 3 inches possible.

Sunday: Snow showers before 11am, then
rain and snow showers. High near 34.
Windy, with a south wind 28 to 31 mph, with
gusts as high as 47 mph. Chance of
precipitation is 100%. New snow
accumulation of 5 to 9 inches possible.

Sunday Night: Rain and snow showers,
becoming all snow after 11pm. Low around
30. West southwest wind around 21 mph,
with gusts as high as 31 mph. Chance of
precipitation is 100%. New snow
accumulation of 3 to 7 inches possible.

Monday: Snow showers. High near 32.
Breezy, with a west southwest wind around
24 mph, with gusts as high as 37 mph.
Chance of precipitation is 80%. New snow
accumulation of 1 to 3 inches possible.
